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EDITORIAL 


The city of Sydney should hang its 
head in shame after having to stage 
world championship matches at an 
ancient sporting arena called the 
Sports Ground. 

We cannot blame the Australian 
Soccer Federation for the last-minute 
switch of the Cricket Ground. In the 
circumstances, the ASF dealt with a 
crisis reasonably capably. 

Neither can we blame the 
Federation for the shockiiig security 
arrangements at the Sports Ground 
which encouraged hundreds of louts to 
invade the pitch and conduct a 
sickening pitched battle on the day 
England played Argentina. 

The ASF is also blameless over the 
sub-standard lights at the Sports 
Ground, the worst illumination ever 
known in a world championship. 


Yet somebody must be blamed. 
Some guilty people have much to 
answer for. It is indefensible that a city 
of Sydney’s size and prosperity should 
be so ill-equipped to handle a major 
sporting event. 

What on earth have NSW State 
Governments been doing over the 
years? What has the Sydne City 
Council done to assist? Why the 
appalling apathy and lethargy which 
causes the people of Australia’s largest 
city to tolerate such things? 


The Sports Ground, for all its faults, 
has potential. It is just big enough to 
handle matches attracting 15,000 to 
25,000 spectators — which would not 
cost a fortune — and it would be an 
acceptable proposition as an 
alternative to the SCG. 

First priority must be to double the 
power of the floodlights, enabling 
serious matches to be played there at 
night. be 

Secondly, the quaint, old-fashioned 
“grand stands” should be replaced by a 
structure more in keeping with 20th 
century requirements. After this is 
done, another stand on the opposite 
side should be built. 

With these basic improvements, plus 
a few extras like modern dressing 
rooms, toilets and catering facilities, 
the Sports Ground could be classed an 
adequate stadium. 

Surely the State Government and its 
new Minister of Sport Mike Cleary 
dare not plead poverty for ignorin: 
such essential work. Just a fraction o 
poker machine tax or the rake-off from 
Lotto, Pools or State lotteries would 
amply cover the cost. 

Sydney does not need a Maracana, a 
San Siro or a Bernebeu next door to 
the SCG. 

But it certainly does need an 
acceptable venue, be it ever so 
humble, where serious outdoor sport 
can be conducted. Surely this is not too 
much to ask from Mr Cleary ‘and his 
colleagues. 


FOOTNOTE: The Seiko-Tiger 
Games were held at Sydney Sports 
Ground last Sunday and several of the 
world’s greatest athletes were invited 
to compete. They ran on grass! That is 
the ultimate condemnation of sporting 
facilities in the proud city of Sydney.

BRAZIL FALL TO 
BRILLIANT QATAR

The International Sports Centre 
crowd of just on 13,000 was enthralled 
as tiny Qatar humbled the might of 
Brazil with a late penalty. 


Qatar with a 3-2 victory, 
were justly rewarded by 
gaining a semi-final berth 
against England in Sydney 
tomorrow night. 

The game was played in 
magnificent spirit which 
was only dampened slightly 
oie agitated Baska 
official who attempted to 
get at the referee after the 
penalty had been given. 

Qatar were applauded 
off the pitch, and the fine 
Brazilian team should 
realise that the booing that 
ensued was for the official 
really and not for them. 

The Brazilians started 
with only one i 
striker. Qatar did not have 
their opponents’ fluency 
but they certainly won their 
share of the ball. 

As early as the eighth 
minute Qatar were ahead 
after they got.a great ball 
behind the Brazilian 
defence, enabling Khalid 
Almuhannadi to dash 
through the centre of the 
defence and put the ball in 
from 20 metres out. 

This early reverse fired 
Brazil, who turned on some 
of the very best football of 
the tournament. 

They passed first-time 
under pressure, showed 
complete understanding 
and generally gave an 
object lesson in the football 


S. 

Ronaldo netted from 12 
metres before half-time 
after a splendid 
interpassing effort which 
featured four players. 

‘The big crowd expected 
Brazil to dominate affairs, 
but Qatar produced almost 
equal skills and showed 
tons of enthusiasm. 

Qatar's efforts found just 
reward in the 58th minute. 
They worked the ball ahead 
until three Qataris faced 
two Brazilian defenders, 
and Almuhannadi struck 
again from 12 metres to put 
his team in the lead. 


Play flowed from end to 
end in magnificent fashion; 
then in the 75th minute a 
Brazilian corner resulted 
and Ronaldo knocked the 
ball home for a 2-2 score. 

Then the Brazilians were 
in strife. The ball struck a 
defender on the upper part 
of the arm in the penalty 
area, and he propelled it 
forward with a reflex 
action. 

Almuhannadi’s penalty 
kick sent the Brazilian 
keeper the wrong way. 

Brazil did not contest the 
penalty decision apart from 
two players, but the 
frustration of knowing that 
a favourable result was 
getting beyong them caused 
them to lose some 
composure for the first time 
in the match. 

Qatar held them off in 
approved fashion to win 
out 3-2.

GOALS GALORE | CAMEROON REF 
IN CANBERRA

A crowd of 8,000 saw a magnificent 
night of Soccer at Canberra’s Bruce 
Stadium last Thursday night. They 
witnessed sizzling skills and a feast of 
12 goals before West Germany and 
Egypt claimed berths in the quarter- 
finals. 


Tt was World Youth Championship Soccer at its 
very best and a big plus for sponsors Coca-Cola. 

It began under Bruce Stadium’s new $1.2 million 
floodlights with the tussle between Mexico and 
Egypt. 

Tussle it ended, although Mexico romped ahead 
in the early stages and at one stage led 2-0 before 
bowing out of the cup after struggling to a 3-3 draw. 

For my money Mexico were the better side, but 
one that squandered chances and even gave away an 
own goal, 

Physically the bigger side, Mexico began superbly 
and in the 19th minute Gonzalo Farfan picked out 
Enrique Vaca on the left flank as Egypt's 
goalkeeper Mohamed Ashour committed lf 
too soon. 

Vaca dribbled neatly around Ashour and slotted 
the ball into the net. 

Ten minutes later Mexico looked to have the 
game in the bag when Farfan gave them a 2-0 lead 
with a thundering shot from 12 metres out. 

But Egypt fought back gallantly and when Sherif 
El Kashab moved to the right flank and struck a 
hard cross, Mexican defender Maria Guillen tried to 
clear, but managed only to steer the ball into his 
own net. 

It let Egypt in with a chance, one they grabbed 
with both hands.
